The most important export from 
Yezo is in dried salmon, which are netted 
in incredible quantities in various rivers 
of the northern part of the island and m 
the southern Kuriles ; but sport in these 
rivers among the dense masses of fish is 
out of the question, even if the proprie- 
tors of the fishings would allow their fish 
to be poached. The Japanese seaboard 
is everywhere picturesque, and the seas 
abound with Ash, giving employment to 
the crews of thousands of fishing-boats. 
When Bailing along the coasts, n nm^ ri 
of large black whales and sharks, both 
large and small, will be seen, the latter 
being caught by the fishermen, as their 
Ana are counted a delicacy and the skins 
serve many uses.

When the 
turpen tine evaporates there remains on 
the metal a thin layer of sulphur, which 
unites closely with the iron when heated 
for a time over a spirit or gas flame. This 
varnish protects the metal perfectly and 
ia quite durable.

It is not many years since Sumner, 
standing in Boston on the Fourth of 
July, iu one of the finest orations on 
record, announced the dietrine of peace:

war. The idea then Beemed- novel, and 
people derided it as visionary and im- 
practical. Since then many cruel wars 
have desolated the earth, and the trend 
of hostile armies have shaken many 
countries. Europe aud America have 
trembled under the roar of cannon. Still 
the idea of peace has t>een spreading. 
Statesmen, philanthropists and philoso- 
phers have welci inied it and deprecated 
the spirit of war. The parties who in- 
augurate war have always depended 
upon the workingmen to fall in and fill 
up the ranks. It is one of the bright 
oinene of the day to see that this elasa is 
no longer in favor of barbarous war. 
No class sutler more at its hands, yet 
wi%r. alwaya . • ...t. '.. ui^ counts upon the 
workingmen to fall into its ranks when 
it blows the fife and beats the drum. 
War always comes to desolate the homes 
of tliene j>eople. They have accepted it 
as a kind of unavoidable necessity — 
something that had to be done, Lal>or 
troubles have been pressing upon the 
laborers until they have had little time 
for other considerations. They have 
been trying to take from oppressive laws 
the stings which have wounded them. 
Now the laborers sec that one of the 
great disturbers of their j>eace and pros- 
|>erity have l»een the wars which have 
called them from their peaceful pursuits 
and disturbed their industrial prosperity. 
Now they see that war is a wrong, bar- 
barous and cruel thing, and they pro- 
pose to throw idl their iufluence against 
wars. At the gTeat Trades' Union Con- 
gress, recently held in London, the 
President, speaking for the Congress, 
after alluding to the obstacles which 
press upon industry, said : "First of nil 
there are the artificial laws which hamper 
industry, and of these none are more 
important than those relating to the 
land. After what has been passed this 
session in regard to Ireland, we can not 
be silent upon the Bubject in reference 
to England nnd Scotland. Next, the 
most important of all, is the question 
wheth.-r we are going again to tolerate 
this country waging war against other 
people for the sake of increasing or per- 
petuating an empire? What interest 
have we, workmen, what interest have 
the people of England in carrying on 
war for the sake of empire ? II our po- 
sition as workmen is one of independ- 
ence, we ought to recommend the inde- 
pendence of other workmen and of other 
nations. It is not merely that these 
wars do untold misery to the poor and to 
the working classes by the actual mis- 
ery they cause, by increasing the insta- 
bility of industry and employment, which 
is unstable enough without any addi- 
tion, but these wars are profoundly de- 
moralizing to the country engaged in 
them, and ore crimeB of the worst kind. " 
These sentiments were warmly cheered 
by the eongresa of workingmen. When 
the men who work and the men who 
fight in the ranks make up their minds 
that they will no more go out to the wars 
to be butchered and shot down like hogs, 
peace will be possible. We gladly hail 
this movement of the workingmen in 
England. Will the workingmen of 
America imitate them, and oppose all 
projects looking towards unjust wars? 
The men who form the great body of the 
armies of the world must assert them- 
selves against the barbarisma of war. 
They must come out and fight down the 
ambitions of generals, diplomats and 
rulers, who are ever ready to plunge a 
nation into war for some paltry object. 
The lust of ambition, the greed of power, 
the desire for fame, anger or revenge are 
usuallv the unholy motives which bring 
wars and all their calamities upon the 
people. The workingmen of England 
have done wisely in protesting against 
war. — Indianapolis Herald.

After cooling 
it very gradually he finds that all internal 
strains which otherwise would have de- 
veloped cracks in the tool during harden- 
ing are removed, and when Bteel to be 
hardened is thus annealed no further 
trouble is experienced. 

Thb following rules should be ob- 
served in the care of grindstones : L 
Don't waste the stone running it 
in water, nor allow it to stand in 
water when not in use, as this will 
cause a soft plnce, and consequent un- 
even wear. 2. Wet the stone by dropping 
water on it from a pot suspended above 
the stone, and stop off the water when 
not in use. 3. Do not allow the stone to 
get out of round, but true up with a 
piece of gas pipe or a "hacker." 4. Do 
not leave the stone out of doors in the 
wind and weather, as this hardens it and 
makes it less effective. 5. Clean off all 
greasy tools before grinding, as grease 
or oil destroys the grit. 6. When you 
get a stone that suits your purposes, 
keep a sample of the grit to Bend to the 
dealer to select by, as in this way you 
can always secure one that suits.

Habits of the Sea-Cow. 

The manatee, or sea-cow, ia the 
widely diffused of the sironiana and, be- 
ing American, has the first claim to con- 
sideration. Its various species are fonnd 
alongs the coasts and in the rivers and 
iulaud lakes of tropical America, the 
length of the entire opposite coast of 
Africa, around the cape, and aa far north 
up the Mozambique coast as the Zam- 
besi River, in the Upper Niger River, in 
Lake Tchad, in the East African Lake 
Slurwa, and in the Tana Sea, in Abys- 
Binia. Agassi/, has termed the animal 
the modern representative of the di- 
notherinm, and it is, most probably, the 
creature which Columbus mistook for a 
mermaid. It grows to tie BometimeB as 
long ns sevenb en or twenty feet, but 
generally not more than from eight to 
twelve feet, and to weigh from one to 
three or four tons, having a body the 
size of an elongated barrel, slightly 
flattened above aud below, with two 
fore-limbs, but no sign of hinder ex- 
tremities, and a horizontally flattened 
or spatulato tail of about one-fourth the 
put ou niv - oxtei i »q t iba body. Its nVviu i» nauch 
and it was hse that of the hippopotamuB, and is 
very sparsely covered with hair. Its 
fore-limbs are set far forward, are more 
free in their motions than those of the 
cetaceans, and may be used as claaperfl, 
flexed over the chest, for swimming or 
dragging the animal along the bottoms, 
or up the banks of the rivers in which it 
feeds, and to assist in the prehension of 
food. The finger- bones may be felt 
through the skin, with which they are 
connected; but no evidence of digital or- 
gans is outwardly visible, except the 
rudimentary nails on the edges of the 
flippers. The flippers, flexible and pos- 
sessing much of the power in hand, hove 
given the animal its name, from the- 
Latin manus, a hand. The head is con- 
ical, with a fleshy nose, like that of a 
cow, and large nostrils, and appears as 
if joined immediately on to the body, 
without viaible neck. Anatomy further- 
more shows that one of the cervical 
vertebrae, of which there are generally 
seven in mammals, including the du- 
gong, is wanting. The month is small 
and without front teeth, but is provided 
with two mobile, lateral, bristle-covered 
pads, with which it Beizes its food quite 
dexterously. The mammoa are on the 
breast, and so resemble those of the hu- 
man being as to make it easy to believe 
thnt the fable of the mermaid was de- 
rived from this animal. 

The manatees feed in herds on the bot- 
toms of rivers and the shallow waters 
along the shore, where they browse on 
algte and aquatic herbs. They associate 
together in the most peaceable manner, 
aud show a great community of feeling. 
They combine for defense when attacked, 
taking especial care of their yonng, by 
putting them in the center of the group, 
and, it is said, showing bo much intelli- 
gent sympathy as to try to puU out the 
weapon from one of their companions 
which may have been strnck with a 
harpoon.— W. H. Larrabee,in Popular 
Science Monthly.

The Sorrows of Singers. 

The. lot of the famous singer is not 
always a happy one. From the days of 
Ma'.ibran, who was in America over half 
a century ago, to those of poor Christine 
Nilsson, trouble and sorrow have spared 
none of the great singers who have been 
jmpnlar idols. The most lucky of these 
is Jenny Land, who retired on a 
fortune before her voice failed, and who 
leads a happy domestic life in London. 
But Malibran when young married a 
rascal and although her second marriage 
was not unfortunate, she lived but a 
very short time after it. Her contem- 
jh.rnry and rival, Mile. Sontag. married 
an Italian Count, and entered lashionable 
life, retiring from the stage when quite 
young. But her Count was also a rascal, 
who squandered all her money in gambl- 
ing, and she had, when nearly fifty 
vears old, to resume her artistic career, 
which was brilliant to the last. But her 
bushaud was jealous as well as a spend- 
thrift, and when she died iu Mexico there 
were suspicions that she and the hand- 
Mme tenor Pozzolini were both poisoned. 
Mile. Orisi, who was the acknowledged 
grandest dramatic singer of her time, 
wedded a man whom she did not love 
and who was not worthy of her, and she 
made a scandal by leaving him for the 
urms of the equally famous tenor, Mario. 
Mile. Alboni, probably the grandest 
contralto singer that "ever appeared in 
public, was married for the fortune in 
her voice by an Italian Count, but the 
marriage was not a happy one, and they 
lived apart for some years. He did not, 
however, squander her money, and when 
he died she lost no time in Incoming the 
wife of a French subalteran OBM r. 
much younger than herself, who loves 
her fortune devotedly, and makes him- 
self generally disagreeable to those that 
rent houses or apartments of her's in 
Pari*. 

Nilsson's husband, M. Ronzand, is 
Mid to have iuherited insanity from his 
family, and he was literally madly iu 
love with her when he persueded her to 
become his wife. He was crazy, too, 
a' >out stock speculations, and, after 
gambling all his own and his wife's for- 
tune away ou the Bourse, he died in a 
mad-house. Another great singer, Mile. 
Heilbroon, who was a pet of Paris some 
vears ago, married a French Count, and 
lost through him, all that she had, iu the 
crash "of the Union Generate. She is 
now compelled, after having lost the 
freshness of her voice, to return to the 
stage. Everybody knows how Adelina 
Tatti threw herself away upon a poor 
old French Marquis, from whom she 
fled, after he had enriched himself out 
of her earnings; and how she has thrown 
herself sway in another manner with 
Signor Nicolini. Adelina is reported by 
a Western interview er, to have said, also, 
that her sister Carlotta's husband is a 
bad fellow, who spends all his wife earns 
in gambling. 

These are only a few examples; more 
might be given to illustrate the facility 
win which popular singers, who can 
earn from $500 to $5,000 a night, sacrifice 
themselves on the altar of hymen, who 
must be a very mercenary kind of 
divinity.— Philadelphia Bulletin.

Phis tender-hearted author held to this 
noble theory for life: " All the virtues 
and joys of life grow up in Jaber ; only 
through labor does a human being be- 
come truly a man. Work and love — 
these are the body and soul of human 
being ; happy is he iu whom they aro 
one.' Aman who believes in such a senti- 
ment can tnke no pleasure in seeing his 
fellows trampled under foot like dirt and 
unfeeling stone. It is the custom of the 
world to make light of disappointment, 
and treat flippantly those kind lieinga, 
who are said to pine away, sicken, and 
die of a broken heart. In itB hard and 
cruel ways, the world knows not at how- 
many 1 .ruised and crushed hearts it is 
scoffing. In relating one of the most 
pathetic incidents in literature, Washing- 
ton Irving, in his "Sketch Book" gave 
it as his opinion that many youths and 
maidens, and older persons, too, go to 
their untimely gra\e-. from thesiul etVeet> 
of broken hearts. Many a fever, or that 
more fatal malady, the consumption, 
have begun their inortuleourse when the 
Cortisol love have begun to cxafk and give 
way. When every cord has been sun- 
dered and the unhappy victim stands in 
all the bleak desolation of destroyed 
love, thev become an easyfrey* 0 the 
ills to which hunuwi life is heir.

1 a 
sul>ordiuute order. He arose to fame 
over the ladder < f broken hearts. He 
had no pity and no love. His triumph 
was by the power of brutal force. He 
might live now in the heart of liu^.-iii or 
Austria and see the Jcwspers eutedunto 
d- ath, but it would have no i Beet upon 
his obdurate nature ; but the great, 
warm, and kind nature of the writer 
Auerbaeh, saw the cruelty practice 1 
upou the people around him ; he had no 
means of redressing the wrongs ; the 
Government was the anther of these 
cruelties, or permitted them. His heart 
broke with love for theiu, and he died. 
Natures like Napoleon's or Grant's have 
no conception of that kindness of the 
tender hearts of the world. thoaee deep 
wrongs which they can not right, and 
which powerful governments will not 
prevent. [ngemoS said he had no doubt 
but when Christ saw the rapacious cru- 
elty of those in power around him, he 
became almost M insane with pity." The 
world does not se» m to care, and it cer- 
tainly will never know, of all who have 
tiled "of broken hearts— of the innumer- 
able host of men and women who have 
loved each other, or loved a cause, < r 
loved the race, and have been wreck.- 1 
in each or all, and have at last gone to 
the grave willingly to hide these burdci s 
they could not conceal from themselves 
here, and which became too heavy to 
carry any longer.

The Cuban Gentleman. 

He appears to you at first a man all 
hair, eyes, teeth and shirt collar. It is 
not precisely the correct view, but such 
is apt to lie "tho impression conveyed to 
a conservative and doubting mind. After 
better acquaintance he gives you the 
idea of a man who is at least sui gen* rix, 
with a' unit pie forni of body and a 
hitherto unclassified typo of niind. 
After a year or two he begins to seem to 
you to be a rather clever fellow, with 
traits that are seldom observed to exist 
in a character otherwise excellent, but 
an agreeable man in many respects. To 
a couteuanco always expressive of a 
certain refinement, often of great 
beauty, and almost never coarse, angular 
or hard, he joins a physitiue the thinnest 
and most attenuated ever found com- 
patible w ith locomotion and the general 
control of a muscular system. His legs 
are spindles, his arms much like flattened 
sticks somewhat enlarged at the articula- 
tions. Of stomach he-psually has about 
as much as birds of the crane species 
are remarkable for, and is seldom dis- 
posed to undue enlargement in the 
region of the waistband.

His coat seems to 
have been made foratallt r man, whereas 
a year ago it had a tendency to creep up- 
ward toward the back of his neck. Rut 
the centerpiece ami glory of his costume 
is his hat. Where such fashions iu 
headgear as he delight* himself with 
really have their origin I kuow not.

Th* probability that nearly every 
large town or city will soon be supplied 
with large quantities of electricity for 
lighting purposes has given rise to con- 
siderable interest in the plan of making 
ua«i of the aauM supply for producing 
power for bight household work. St vera! 
small motors have been devised to 
meet the expected demand. The first 
(4 these little machines was constructed 
about three years ago by M. Marcel 

IVprez, and was found to work effec- 
tively. A second apparatus of this kind has 
for some time been used by M. Trouve, 
an electro-magnet being nsed in place of 
the permauent steel magnet of Deprcz. 
This motor drives a sewing machine 
very readily, although it is of very small 
i'Lw\ Trouve's little electric canoe at 
the Paris electrical exhibition was pro- 
pelled by some of these engines, and M. 

Pisaandier has suggested their use for 
balltxm steering. The last and best 
motor is that of Mr. Griacom, the 
American electrician. One of these 
powerful little machines, four aud a half 
inches long and weighing little more 
than two pounds, will run a sewing ma- 
chine very rapidly with a small expendi- 
ture of electric energy. The lack of 
labor-saving conveniences in the house- 
hold has often been deplored, but the

The Conveyance of Steam. 
The conveyance to long distances of 
steam for power or heating purposes has 
long been a problem with engineers, and 
its use has, in many instances, been dis- 
carded for compressed air. In fact, the 
measure of the distance to which steam 
may be caaried with economy is not yet 
determined. A suggestion is now matle 
by which owners of establishments in 
which steam is largely used might effect 
a large saving by concentrating their 
boilers in one place adjacent to a railroad 
station, or to the shore, or even con- 
structing a large central boiler, whero 
their coal may all be landed and used 
without cartage, and thence distributing 
the steam to their several works. Tho 
difficulty has always been to find a coat- 
ing for steam pipes absolutely preventing 
the radiation of heat, and, according to 
the Boston Journal of .Commerce, such 
a covering may now b« prepared. It is 
made of four parts of coal ashes sifted 
through a riddle of fourhjeshes to the 
inch, one part calcined plaster, one part 
of flour, and one part fire clay. Mix 
the ashes and fire clay together to the 
thickness of thin mortar, in a mortar 
trough ; mix the calcined plaster and 
flour together, dry, and add it to the 
ashes and clay as you want to use it ; 
put it on the pipes in two coats, accord- 
ing to the size of the pipes. For a six- 
inch pipe put on the firmteoat about one 
and one-qnarter inches thick ; the second 
coat wants to be about half an inch 
thick. Afterword finish the outside with 
hard finish, the same as is applied to 
on a waU.

Old Trees. 

The ages attained by some of the 
eonifene are scarcely less extraordinary 
than their colossal bulk. The greatest 
longevity assigned to any tree is perhaps 
credited to the celebrated taxodium of 
Chapnltepec, in Mexico, 117 feet in cir- 
cumference, which is thought by De 
Candolle to exceed in age the liaobab of 
Senegal, inferred to be 5150 years old. 
Goeppert states that Taxodium disti- 
ehum has been ascertained by its annu- 
lar rings to live 2,000 years. The mam- 
moth tree has been estimated to live 
4,000 years in California. De Candolle 
quotes a number of instances of longevity 
in the yew, and Endlichei considers one 
in Derbyshire to be 2,096 years old, and 
the one at Grasford, in North Wales, 
1,400 years old. Tho pines, cypress, firs, 
larches and cellars are credited with 
ages of 200, 300 and even 500 years. 
l*icea 200 feet in height is mentioned by 
Goeppert, as ascertained by its annular 
rings, to be 460 years old, and a larix of 
120 feet to be 576 years old. The Scotch 
pine {Pinus sgluestus) is said to require 
200 years to mature its timber to perfec- 
tion. In Veitch's Manual of the Coniferte 
the ages of some of these are stated at 
considerably less. Other examples of a 
longevity greater than 500 years are 
mentioned. These are Cedraa deodar a, 
750 to 900 years; cedar of Lebanon, 600 
to 800 years. It is important, however, 
to recognize the fact that rings of growth 
are not in all cases trustworthy guides, 
and the subject is still involved in some 
obscurity. The rings of growth in 
eucalyptus have been ascertained to be 
biennial. White cedars planted in Eng- 
land show symptoms of decay, as in 
Kichmond Park, as if their full age in 
this climate at least were already reaohed. 
—Jjondun Oardeners' Chronicle. 
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Tillage Architecture in China. 
Villages, not badly built by any means, 
occur at intervals of a mile or two apart 
all along the roads of China. Very good 
brick, much about the same size, shape 
and material as those made in this conu- 
try, compose the walls of the better 
bouses, while for tho poorer order of 
edifices mud is used. The brick walls 
in China nre excellent, better than tho 
cheaper brick walls in America, aud but 
little inferior to our best pressed brick. 
When villages are constructed of mud 
there is a striking resemblance to the 
villages of Egypt. The houses have no 
outside wiiulows and but one opening, 
which is the dt>or. The openings for 
light are upon inner oi dirts or back-yards, 
and are without glass. The eaves are 
made to project, so as to keep out the 
rain, and in doing so of course exclude 
much light as well. Ifiuids made of 
slats are sometimes used, and thin, light 
paper pasted over the slats serve to keep 
out some of the cold air and to let in a 
little light. The houses are invariably 
one story high. And at the bottom of 
this custom is a superstition that higher 
houses would interfere with the spirits 
Of the air ("Fung Choi") aud offend 
them, thus bringing disaster upon tho 
house or village. In front of each door, 
and at a distance of eight or ten feet, 
stands a detached wall, fifteen feet long 
and ns high us the eaves of the house, 
concealing the door from any person 
standing iu front of it. This is for tho 
purpose of protecting the house and 
family from malignant 41 Fung Chui," or 
spirits, which are popularly believed to 
fly only in straight lines and to be in- 
capable of turning a corner. It follows 
that when traversing the air in search q 
a certain house, when they come in con- 
tact with the wall they are thrown oft' »t 
an angle and thus baffled of their Ml pur- 
pose, and fly in a tangent through infinite 
space and are lost. A Chinese village 
has but little in common w ith those of 
this country, either in detail or in gen- 
eral appearance. While the villgnes of 
America copied from Enplish prototypes 
are peculiar, from their detached and 
separate build, with gardens and grass 
plots, those of China are compact, hud- 
dled together and present from a distance 
tho asjwct of a mere dead wall. One 
peculiarity of all Gbineae cities and vil- 
lages is the absence of steeples, spires or 
pinnacles of any kind. While Moham- 
medan countries have the mosque, with 
its flashing domes and graceful minarets, 
and European ami American centres of 
population are marked by lofty towers 
ami spires, China is almost absolutely 
without any of th.se striking architec- 
tural i>oiiits. The result is great monotony 
and dullness of aspect. 

Parader of Morality.

A compliance with 
qui ationable, but hardly yet questioned, 
practices is compatible with lofty and 
patriotic aims, whereas a man who, 
judged even by the contemporary stand- 
ard, is a contemptible sneak cau hardly 
l>e credited with any kind of virtue. 
Now, Macauley gets a cheap credit by 
refusing to allow this plea of Bacon. To 
the average common sense of mankind 
it looks very virtuous to say that cruelty 
anil corruption iaoorruption all the world 
over. '' — f ndiana poU* ll< raid.

44 City of Maonifh-knt Distances " 
is a popular name given to tho city of 
Washington, the capital of the United 
States, from the fact of its being laid 
out on a very largo scale. The entire 
site is traversed by two sets of streets, 
from seventy to 100 feet wide, at right 
angles to one another, tho whole again 
intersected obliquely by fifteen avenues 
from 130 to 160 feet wide. 

Nicholas J. Roosevelt was the first 
io take a steamboat down the f;r. ;it 
rivers. His bout was built at Pittsburgh, 
in the year 1811, under an arrangement 
with Fulton and Livingston, from Ful- 
ton's plans. It was called the " New 
Orleans," was about 2i»0 tons burden, 
nud was propelled by a stern wheel, as- 
sisted, when the wind was favorable, by 
Bails carried on two masts. The hull 
was 138 feet long, 80 feet beam, and the 
cost of the whole, including engines, 
was about S4n,lK>0. The builder, with 
his family, uti engineer, a pilot, and six 
"deckhands, "left Pittsburgh in October, 
1811, reaching Louisville in aliout seven- 
ty hours (steaming about teu miles an 
hour), and New Orleans in fourteen 
days, steaming from Natchez. 

Dew is produced by the condensation 
of watery vapor from the atmosphere. 
Its deposition is, however, unaccom- 
panied by the apjioarance of any visible 
mist. Such mist appears when the con- 
densation takes place within the bixlv 
of the air itself, and is then called 44 fog*' 
in the lower regions of the at in" 'sphere, 
and 44 cloud " m the higher. Dew oc- 
curs only at the surface of contact with 
solids, the air above remaining ch ar. 
The dejKisit of dew is caused by the 
cooling of the bodies bedewed, and this 
takes place in consequence of the radia- 
tion of heat into open space, without 
an equivalent return. It is commonly 
formed at night upon the h aves of grass 
or trees and other objects, especially 
when the sky is clear, so as to allow 
suflieit-nt radiation of heat from them to 
cool their surfaces, and consequently tho 
layer of air next them, below the point 
t>t* saturation, of dew-point. The moist- 
ure which collects upon the surface of 
a cold body, as a pitcher of water, 
standing in a warui room, and that 
which collects on a window pane when 
it is breathed upon, are strictly exam- 
ples of the deposition of dev. 

The ftafcj Smile. 

Whether a niau or woman is any 
richer lor having a beautiful smile, may 
be a mooted point; but one thing cer- 
tain, the world is richer for it. There is 
nothing more potent for good; no such 
inestimable blessing to others, as the 
warm, intelligent smile. Every one, 
probably, can recall some t>ne whose 
anile Beems to oj>en the paradise of a 
loving heart, and invite admission. And 
yet such smiles pre rare, scarcely one 
penon in a hundred reaching the acme 
of perfi ctioii iu this respect. The j>er- 
son who smiles is nut always a laughter. 
Indeed, the smile is not the true indica- 
tion of hunnTatall. It rather reveals 
the genial and loving qualities of the 
hi art. The person who smiles may also 
laugh, but it is because he combines a 
sense of humor with the warmth of 
genialty. Tho person is not only blest, 
but a blessinjr, who combines tho two. 
Perhaps nothing in all the world is so 
lieautifnl as the smile of » child. Only 
grave babies smile. The majority of 
them bubble over in such madcap 
laughter, the remembrance of it is catch- 
ing. But the recollection of the grave 
baby's smile seems somehow to brii.g 
the. tears to one's eyes. The parting of 
the beautiful lips, the revealment of the 
white teeth closed, the slow emergence 
into life of the coy and half reluctant 
dimples and — note this (not the brighten- 
ing of the eyes \ but the slumbrous depth 
of inner feeling revealed by the softening 
and hanging over of these luminous 
windows of the gentle, reticent and lov- 
ing young spirit. — Iletrn Wihnans. 



Diamond-Cutters in New York. 
Five years ago two diamond- cutters 
dressed and polished all the etones that 
came in the rough into this market In 
the main only the finished diamonds 
were imported. But it was found that 
the work of cutting and polishing dia- 
monds was often done carelessly in 
Europe, and that American workmen 
could better satisfy the critical taste of 
American buyers of precious stones. 
So marked was the difference between 
the imported dianonds and those cut 
andewolishcd here that a demand for the 
stones of American finish was created, 
and within five years five or six more 
diamond-cutters have established them- 
selves in New York. They dress and 
jxdish perhaps one-twentieth of all the 
diamonds sold in, this city, aud the 
excellence of their work is recognized. 

Tho stones are imported, as a rule, 
from South Africa, and although many 
of the Africa dinmouds are off color, it 
is said that as large and us fine stones 
are found there as in the old mini ■ of 
the East Indies and Brazil. The stones 
come here in the rough, uneven in 
shape, and lacking wholly the luster and 
sparkle which attach to the very idea of 
a diamond. Tho first process is w hat is 
called cleaving. By this process the 
irregularities of shape are chipped off 
and the genernl form of the diamond is 
secured, but without any of the angles 
which separate the faces. The pieces 
chipped off, if of suitable color and 
without flaw, nre used for making what 
is called rose diamonds. Then the faces 
of tho diamond are cut by the rubbing 
together of two of the stones, and afu-r 
this process tho stones look like irregu- 
lar pebbles of ground glass. They are 
entirely without luster e>r i..-i..,t_. . -riie 
polishing concludes the process. Each 
l toe of the diamond is iu turn exposed 
to the surface of an iron wheel revolving 
' two thousand times a minute, and, by 
means of oil aud diamond dust, the 
stone is polished and given itswond rlul 
brilliancy. 

Mr. Henry Fera, a diamoud-cutter in 
John street, said that a large part of 
■ tho work of the diamond finishers in 
this city was rspoHshing the stones cut 
iu Europe, to satisfy the more particular 
judgment of American buyers. On ac- 
j count of this extra pains which is taken 
with the work here, the diamonds of ' 
American polish command somewhat 
higher prices. An idea of the business 
in cutting diamonds iu this city may be , 
had from tho Btatemeut that last year 
m arly five thousand carats in the rough 
were cut aud polished here. Wages for 
labor here are from twice to t hit e times 
what is paid in Europe for the same i 
kind of work. The lalnir adds ten dol- 
lars a carat to the value of the uneut 
diamond. The loss in weight from 
cutting is over one-half. This so adds 
to the value of the diamond that a stone 
of oue carat, costing in the rough, for 
instance, forty dollars, would sell foi 
about oue hundred and teu dollars when 
cut and polished. The value, however, 
does not depend alone upon tho weight 
of the stone, bnt is affected also by 
the presence of blemishes or impurity of : 

color.

The court decided 
chat although it was clear that ray client 
bad stolen the money, yet they would 
ru le that my point, was well taken, and 
tba priaoner must be discharged. 1 then 
dstnauded that the bill be given to me; 
Bsatty demauded that it should be given 
to him. Hut our '^}uirea apaedily set- 
tled the controversy between us, by deci- 
ding that they weuld ksep it themselves 
and thsy did so — dividing the money be 
twsen them. Neither Mr. Bsatly or 1 
could exact ly see the point, but the court 
did very clearly.
